Today.  One  friend  wrote  later  from  Africa  that 
he  read  the  sad  news  in  the  papers  of  Casa- 
blanca.

a  Pittsburgh  broadcast  and  telephoned  for 
the  promise  of  the  Saskatchewan  highway  po- 
lice that  they  would  look  for  miy  S.  C.  car  and 
thus  give  me  a  chance  to  get  a  plane  to  Clin- 
ton. I  was  a  little  ahead  of  schedule  on  a  brief 
visit  to  the  Canadian  Rockies,  however,  and 
got  the  message  four  days  later  at  Banff,  Al- 
berta. I  knew  then  and,  since  returning  to  the 
campus,  realize  even  better  that  Coach  John- 
son was  unique  and  is  irreplaceable.

A  two-pronged  ceremony  introducing  you  to 
Presbyterian's  new  $250,000  student  center 
highlights  the  occasion.  The  schedule  also 
features  class  reunions.  Alumni  Luncheon, 
President's  reception,  colorful  football  by  those 
fast-stepping  Blue  Hose  and  various  alumni 
meetings. 

The  big  ceremony  at  3:30  p.m.  dedicates  the 
student  center  as  a  memorial  to  alumni  killed 
in  World  War  II  and  the  Korean  War  and 
officially  names  it  THE  DOUGLAS  HOUSE  in 
memory  of  former  President  Davison  Mc- 
Dowell Douglas. 

Three  outstanding  leaders  of  the  Presbyte- 
rian Church  US  will  participate  in  this  pro- 
gram. Col.  Powell  A.  Fraser  "41,  army  battle 
group  commander  and  popular  Presbyterian 
Men's  Convention  speaker,  will  deliver  the 
address  of  dedication.  Dr.  John  McSween,  re- 
tired minister  and  former  president  of  Pres- 
byterian College,  will  lead  the  litany  of  dedi- 
cation. And  Dr.  Marshall  W.  Woodson,  presi- 
dent of  Flora  Macdonald  College,  will  speak 
on  "Dr.  Douglas  as  I  Remember  Him". 

The  day's  activities  open  at  11  a.m.,  with  the 
alumni  board  of  directors  meeting.  Then,  at 
1  p.m.  the  pace  steps  up  considerably  as  former 
members  of  reuniting  classes  come  breezing 
in  for  their  get-togethers.  They'll  move  in 
groups  to  join  other  PC  men  and  women  for

Gold  P  goes  to  John  Osman  '33,  vice-president 
of  the  Ford  Foundation  Fund  for  Adult  Edu- 
cation.

A  quick  trip  upstairs  from  the  reception 
room  will  put  you  in  the  Assembly  Room  for 
the  1958  meeting  of  the  Presbyterian  College 
Alumni  Association.  Nomination  of  officers 
and  other  business  take  place  here  at  5:15  p.m. 
Then,  the  Walter  Johnson  Club  members  will 
remain  for  their  own  meeting,  before  the  sup- 
per turn-out  at  6:15  p.m.

The  Douglas  House 
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THE  15y2  year  administrati(jn  of  Dr.  Davison 

McDowell  Douglas  marked  one  of  the  most 
dramatic  periods  in  the  development  of  Pres- 
byterian College. 

He  came  here  as  president  in  the  summer  of 
1911  from  the  pastorate  of  the  Maryland  Av- 
enue Presbyterian  Chui'ch  of  Baltimore.  Upon 
taking  charge,  Dr.  Douglas  found  a  struggling 
young  college  with  assets  of  approximately 
$150,000  and  an  annual  income  of  less  than 
$10,000.  There  were  four  buildings  set  back  in  a 
streetless  field  called  a  campus.  A  faculty  of 
six  professors  taught  85  boys  and  girls,  many 
of  whom  were  sub-freshmen  taking  college 
preparatory  v/ork. 

When  he  left  PC  on  December  31,  1926,  to 
become  president  of  the  University  of  South 
Carolina,  Presbyterian  College  was  firmly  es- 
tablished as  a  fully  accredited  institution  of 
higher  learning,  with  adequate  facilities.  A 
growing  enrollment  numbered  276  students, 
none  of  them  listed  as  sub-freshmen. 

The  grounds  were  a  well-ordered  campus — 
laid  off  by  a  notable  landscape  artist  whose 
plan  is  still  being  followed  in  the  current  build- 
ing program — and  planted  in  the  trees  which 
today  give  PC  its  oak-shaded  beauty.  Four  new 
buildings  had  arisen  through  the  efforts  of  Dr. 
Douglas:  Spencer  Dormitory,  in  1912;  William 
P.   Jacobs  Science  Hall   and  Library,   in    1915;

Smyth  Dormitory,  still  the  largest  on  campus, 
in  1924;  and  LeRoy  Springs  Gymnasium,  also 
in  1924. 

Altogether  during  this  period,  the  assets  in 
property  and  equipment  rose  to  $1,200,000;  the 
annual  operating  budget,  to  more  than  $80,000; 
and  the  faculty,  to  20  members. 

But  these  represented  only  the  external 
evidences  of  success.  This  devout  Christian 
minister,  who  combined  humility  with  a  dy- 
naniic  personality  and  scholarly  mind,  made 
equally  great  strides  in  his  spiritual  and  cul- 
tural accomplishments  for  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege. His  high  aims  in  keeping  with  the  best  in 
academic  practice  and  curricula  gained  recog- 
nition of  PC  in  1922  as  a  member  of  the  associ- 
ation of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  of  the 
Southern  States. 

Three  years  later  he  added  to  the  faculty  a 
young  history  professor  named  Marshall  W. 
Brown,  whose  scholarly  attributes  served  PC 
for  16  years  as  dean.  Now  as  president  (since 
1945),  Dr.  Brown's  forward-looking  develop- 
ment program  for  PC  ranks  second  only  to  that 
of  Dr.   Douglas. 

It  was  Dr.  Douglas  who  first  brought  in- 
tercollegiate athletics  to  Presbyterian  College, 
setting  the  Blue  Hose  tradition  for  one  of  the 
broadest  small-college  sports  programs  in  the 
nation.  And  he  tapped  the  late  Walter  A.  John- 
son to  head  this  program  in  1915,  The  appoint- 
ment launched  the  South's  most  distinctive 
athletic  relationship  closed  just  last  July  after 
43  years — and  formed  the  ingredients  for  the 
famed  "PC  Spirit". 

Although  he  came  as  a  minister  from  afar 
to  the  presidency,  Dr.  Douglas  had  been  nur- 
tured in  a  South  Carolina  background  which 
gave  unusual  emphasis  to  higher  education. 
He  was  born  four  miles  east  of  Blackstock, 
S.  C,  June  20,  1869,  and  spent  most  of  his  boy- 
hood  there.   His   father   once   served    as  presi- 
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dent  of  the  Yoikville  Female  Seminary  and 
his  older  brothers  were  college  professors. 

He  had  himself  j^ained  insight  into  academic 
matters  in  the  curricula  he  found  at  Davidson, 
at  the  University  of  South  Carolina,  at  Louis- 
ville, Columbia  and  Princeton  Theological 
Seminaries,  and  at  Princeton  and  Johns  Hop- 
kins Universities.  For  he  had  taken  courses  or 
degrees  from  all  these  institutions. 

Assisting  Dr.  Douglas  during  his  years  at 
Presbyterian  College  was  his  lovely  and  gra- 
cious wife,  the  former  Lydia  Welch  of  Pitts- 
burgh who  makes  her  home  in  Chester,  S.  C. 
They  reai-ed  two  young  daughters  in  a  campus 
house — then  used  as  the  president's  home  and 


later  as  a  student  center — which  appropriately 
has  just  been  replaced  by  The  Douglas  House. 
These  daughters  are  Mrs."  Elizabeth  (Dr.  Izard) 
Josev  of  Columbia,  S.  C,  and  Mrs.  Margaret 
(H.  Robert)    Woods.  Jr.  of  Chester,  S.  C. 

Dr.  Davison  McDowell  Douglas  crowned  his 
career  as  president  of  the  University  of  South 
Carolina,  1927-1931.  and  he  died  in  office  there 
on  August  1,  1931. 

His  major  achievement,  however,  was  Pres- 
byterian College.  He  lifted  it  up  physically, 
inspired  it  spiritually  and  culturally,  and 
gained  for  it  the  respect  and  support  of  church- 
men and  educators  alike.  This  institution  is,  in 
large  measure,  his  monument. 


. . .  And  Memorializing    fallen    Comrades 
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EDICATING  the  Douglas  House  as  a  me- 
morial to  alumni  war  dead  brings  to  reality 
a  long-time  dream  of  thousands  of  former 
students  of  Presbyterian  College. 

It  started  during  World  War  II.  As  this 
conflict  wore  on  its  costly  way  and  the  roll  of 
PC  alumni  who  had  paid  its  price  with  their 
lives  grew  longer  and  longer,  a  movement  be- 
gan toward  erecting  a  student  center  to  their 
memorj'  on  the  campus  they  had  loved. 

Powell  A.  Fraser  '41.  then  an  infantry  cap- 
tain in  the  throes  of  the  bitter  New  Guinea 
fighting,  pi-oposed  the  idea  with  an  initial 
contribution.  He  accompanied  his  gift  with  this 
classic  definition  of  the  "PC  Spirit": 

"The  'PC  Spirit'  is  that  faith  which  enables 
us  to  out-think,  out-fight,  out-pray  and  if  need 
be  out-die  the  enemy." 

This  quotation  is  inscribed  on  a  bronze 
plaque  which  bears  the  names  of  the  65  alumni 


killed  in  World  War  II  and  the  five  killed  in 
the  Korean  War.  The  plaque  hangs  in  The 
Douglas  House  and  will  be  unveiled  as  part 
of  the  dedication  ceremonies. 

Alumni  from  all  theaters  of  wartime  op- 
eration joined  Fraser  in  contributing  toward 
the  memorial  student  center.  Some  continued 
to  send  in  gifts  for  this  purpose  after  the  war. 
These  funds  pointed  the  way,  and  when  the  big 
development  program  was  launched  in  1955, 
this  building  became  a  primary  objective. 
Alumni  joined  generously  in  support  of  this 
organized  effort,  thus  bringing  about  a  cul- 
mination of  their  battlefront  dream. 

Campus-returning  alumni  also  may  see, 
within  the  Douglas  House  showcases,  a  framed 
display  of  the  427  armed  forces  insignia  sent 
to  Mrs.  Marshall  W.  Brown  during  World  War 
II.  They  came  from  the  hundreds  of  grateful 
PC  servicemen  who  received  her  ■"B-Mail".

How  Do  We  Secure  Great  Teaching?

THERE  is  more  to  great  teaching  than  placing 
a  teacher  on  one  end  of  a  log  and  a  student 
on  the  other. 

Native  gifts,  careful  preparation,  intelligent 
understanding,  arduous  practice,  and  necessary 
equipment  are  all  a  part  of  great  teaching. 

The  great  teacher  impresses  his  students 
first  as  a  master  of  his  subject.  Whether  his 
field  is  science  or  mathematics  or  history  or 
English  or  psychology  or  religion  is  not  the  ma- 
jor question.  The  major  question  is  whether  or 
not  he  has  disciplined  himself  to  master  his 
field  both  in  itself  and  in  its  relation  to  the 
other  fields  of  learning.  Yet  with  such  a  mas- 
tery the  great  teacher  has  an  unbounded  en- 
thusiasm for  further  learning.  His  reverence 
for  knowledge  keeps  him  alert  to  every  new 
ray  of  light  which  comes  to  shine  upon  his 
path. 

An   Interest    in   All    Students 

The  great  teacher  also  impresses  his  stu- 
dents with  his  genuine  interest  in  their  growth. 
The  student  who  excels,  the  student  who  fails, 
and  the  student  who  plods  along  all  find  him 
genuinely  interested  in  their  highest  welfare. 
They  naturally  turn  to  him  for  wise  counsel 
because  they  have  found  themselves  so  fre- 
quently helped  by  his  spirit,  his  judgment,  his 
imaginative  appeal,  his  challenge  to  learning. 
Their  experience  in  mastei'ing  the  subject  be- 
ing taught  shows  them  clearly  the  values  of 
self-discipline  and  th«  challenge  to  further 
growth. 

The  great  teacher  likewise  impresses  his 
students  with  his  consecration  to  his  task.  In 
most  cases  this  is  a  consecration  to  the  purpose 
of  God  who  called  him  into  a  teaching  ministry. 
He  does  not  seek  to  put  his  cleverness  or  bril- 
liance before  the  students,  even  though  he  may 
have  both,  but  rather  to  bring  students  so 
vitally  into   truth   that   they   will   see   in   it   a 


Dr.  Joseph  M.  Gettys  is  a  well-known  religious 
writer  and  teacher  who  has  served  as  professor  cj 
Bible  at  PC  for  the  past  tioo  years.

revelation  of  God.  He  introduces  students  to 
the  wholeness  of  truth  in  such  a  way  that 
students  are  challenged  to  give  their  whole 
selves  to  the  God  of  all  truth. 

The  great  teacher  makes  the  best  use  of  the 
tools  at  his  disposal.  In  some  cases  he  works 
with  less  than  he  needs  in  the  classroom,  the 
laboratory,  and  the  library.  It  may  be  that  he 
also  works  with  students  who  are  not  as  prom- 
ising as  others.  But  in  every  case  he  makes  the 
most  of  what  he  has,  doing  his  work  joyously, 
enthusiastically,   purposefully. 

Encouragement  Needed 

How  do  college  presidents  secure  or  keep 
such  teachers  on  the  church-related  campus? 
How  do  they  keep  the  best  teachers  from  mov- 
ing on  to  better  equipped  and  better  paying 
opportunities?  Sometimes  they  do  not  because 
of  the  limitations  of  resources  at  their  disposal. 
This  is  one  of  the  tragedies  of  modern  college 
education. 

Yet  there  are  some  things  that  can  be  done. 
Potentially  great  teachers  can  be  discovered  at 
the  college  level  and  encouraged  to  take  the 
necessary  training  so  that  they  may  enter 
teaching  as  a  Christian  vocation.  Graduate 
scholarships  and  fellowships  are  one  means  to 
the  realization  of  such  a  goal. 

Great  teaching  can  be  encouraged  on  every 
college  campus.  Faculty  retreats,  constant 
examination  of  curriculum  offerings,  careful 
study  of  the  purposes  of  an  institution,  op- 
portunities to  bring  Faculty  members  together 
for  study  and  fellowship,  regular  communica- 
tion with  students — these  are  but  a  few  of  the 
means  of  stimulating  college  teachers  to  do 
their  best  work. 

No   Place   to   Seek    Bargains 

Great  teaching  in  the  long  run  must  be  paid 
for.  Nothing  could  be  more  short-sighted  than 
an  effort  to  seek  bargams  at  a  point  where  the 
church  desperately  needs  greatness.  One  does 
not  continue  to  buy  Cadillacs  at  the  price  of 
Jeeps.  Since  teaching  is  at  the  very  heart  of 
the  college,  it  must  also  be  close  to  the  heart 
and  the  pocketbook  of  the  supporting  church. 

Great  teaching  can  be  achieved  only  when 
the  supporting  churches,  the  administration, 
the  faculty,  and  the  students  of  each  college 
dedicate  themselves  to  learning  of  a  sort  that 
changes  living.  It  will  come  when,  in  prayer, 
in  effort,  in  understanding,  and  in  complete 
commitment,  we  give  ourselves  under  God  to 
achieve  it. 

Anything  less  than  this  dedication  of  heart 
and  life  is  hollow  mockery  and  ultimate  trag- 
edy in  Christian  education.

FOUR  NEW  MEMBERS  WERE  ADDED  TO 
the  faculty  and  staff  of  Presbyterian  College 
this  session,  and  a  former  professor  returned. 
Dr.  John  Stever.son  came  back  to  PC  as  pro- 
fessor of  English  after  a  year's  absence  teach- 
ing at  Millsaps  College.  He  had  served  on  the 
faculty  for  seven  years  prior  to  his  departure 
and  returns  as  chairman  of  the  department. 

Jack  Durant  joined  the  English  department 
this  year  from  the  faculty  of  Maryville  College. 
He  replaced  Bill  Toole  '53,  who  has  a  leave-of- 
absence  to  work  on  his  doctorate.  Durant  serves 
as  an  mstructor.  Earl  B.  Halsall  became  assis- 
tant professor  of  political  science  after  spend- 
ing the  past  seven  years  with  the  DuPont 
Company  in  Aiken.  S.  C,  in  connection  with 
the  Savannah  River  Atomic  Project.  He  also 
will  teach  some  work  in  economics.  More 
assistance  in  economics  is  provided  by  John 
L.  Madden,  who  came  directly  from  graduate 
work  at  Clemson  to  serve  as  an  instructor  in 
this  field. 

A  new  post  of  director  of  student  .activities 
was  created  this  year  to  provide  careful  super- 
vision of  the  Douglas  House  and  to  initiate  a 
more  extensive  intra-mural  program.  Irvin 
Montgomery,   a  YMCA  program  secretary  for

Editorial   Comment 

Scholarship  and  Athletes 

(Reprinted  from  Editorial  Columns  of 
Coach  and  Athlete) 
THE  recent  announcement  of  more  rigid  col- 
lege entrance  requirements  and  higher 
scholastic  standards  in  our  schools  throughout 
the  nation  brought  a  disturbance  in  the  minds 
of  many  sports  fans.  Their  fear  is  that  there 
will  be  a  curtailment  in  our  sports  program 
and  a  decline  in  college  athletics.  This  fear  is 
not  shared  by  the  majority  of  coaches. 

The  thinking  of  most  coaches  is  that  a  policy 
of  higher  scholastic  standards  will  not  degrade 
the  caliber  of  play  nor  the  zest  and  enthusiasm 
for  the  game.  It  will  assure  the  coach  of  a 
higher  squad  I.  Q.,  and  eliminate  players  of 
lower  intelligence  and  undesirable  character 
traits.  It  will  raise  the  standards  in  secondary 
schools,  and  high  school  athletes  will  realize 
the  necessity  of  meeting  these  standards  if  they 
have  an  eye  on  a  college  career. 

In  some  cases  it  will  force  a  shorter  practice 
period,  which  will  be  a  blessing  in  disguise. 
Coaches  will  learn  to  better  organize  their 
practice  period  with  less  wasted  time  in  get- 
ting their  teams  ready.  Coaches  are  a  resource- 
ful group.  They  have  successfully  met  every 
challenge  that  has  been  made  in  the  past  and 
this  will  be  no   exception. 

There  is  no  conflict  between  sports  and 
scholarship.  The  better  coaches  have  always 
stressed  and  demanded  good  scholarship.  It 
builds  better  teams  and  better  boys.

Wa- 
ters, who  carried  the  signal-calling  load  as  a 
sophomore  last  year  and  ranks  as  the  team's 
most  improved  performer,  completed  18  of 
29  pass  attempts  for  198  yards  in  the  first  three 
games.  That's  an  accuracy  mark  of  62.1  percent. 
Co-Captain  Benson  has  rushed  210  yards  from 
scrimmage  in  32  carries  for  a  6.6  yards-per-try 
average.  And  Pate,  fast  junior-college  graduate 
playing  his  first  year  at  PC,  follows  with  147 
yards  in  37  tries  for  a  4.4  average. 

The  Blue  Hose  also  have  performed  im- 
pressively on  defense.  A  hard-charging  line  has 
stymied  opponents'  running — slamming  shut 
the  door  at  crucial  points —  and  pass  defense 
has  proved  excellent.
